Kansas City, May 33.—The actual 
consolidation of tho Memphis and Eris- 
oo roads is to bt* effected as soon na the 
connecting link between the two lines 
from Afton to Miami, I. T., is finished.

be removed from this city to St. Louis 
and duplicate agencies e v e r y w h e r e ou 
the Memphis-Frisco 
system will be 
abolished 
The Memphis line is to be­

chain which is projected to extend from 
Birmingham, Ala., St. Louis and Kau* 
sos City through Texas to Manzanillo, on 
the Pacific coast of Old M exico.
